couragementJ*

Iliilirt|£ Not Ptd lowed 

Later a eonferenee was also held in Boyle s ollicc 
with rijiresentatives of latth Lm*al Unions to dear 
up any inisunderstandinif. 

After fids the Maniig'er of tlie 8ontherii Indiana 
t'ontraciors Assoeiiitirm (NEUA) protested to Boyle 
that Lnciil Union Hi refnscti to allow Local 7t)2 
memhers to work in Lnwrenec Uoiinty Clllimm) far 
a line emit raid or. 

7'he alinve action— and the same kind of action at 
the oil refinery job in Lnwrciieevillc were In tilrect 
defiance of the Vice I'resifleitt ’s ruling!. 

When the defiance eoiitimied ilespile Boyle's ef- 
forts, luiernatimial Presiilpiil Trney wired Ihe Local 
Union fAu^'nst 8, 1115(1) that its charter would be 
revoked unless it complied with the Vice President's 
ridiiifr by Au^usl 15, 11150,

A special meeting; of the Local Ihiiou was held, 
as the Intcrnatioiifd J 'resident directed, and he was 
advised \hv Local would comply with the Vice Pres- 
ident's decisinu under protest. 

1'1 1 e I ioea f U r i ion I ' rcsiil cut w iml r ‘ ' The d ispri t c 
seems to arise fr<uu the ditTerenec of interpretalion 
of the June 10, UI47 {oritrinal) decision/' Pres- 
ident Tracy answered ihal Boyle was the authority 
fit tiderjucl hts own deeision. 

The Lcj(»al Union now appeals lo thb Exeeutive 
Ciiimeil fjoiii Bi^yle'a Interpretation.

Hoy E. Blaekhurn is a member of Local Union 
til 3, Atlanta. Oeorgia. lie bhuned its liusincss Man- 
agei% E. W. Collier, for losing his job with a coii- 
traetor. 

HI aekhnrn filed eharges with Vice Presuient Bar- 
ker, charging ('oilier with violating Article XXVTl. 
Serftion 2j paragraph (10) of o\ir Coustitutioii : Tins 
reads : 

‘CSlandering nv otherwise wronging a mem- 
ber of the TJi.K.W. by any wilful act or 
acts. ” 

Barker bad the case investigated. Bhickburn also 
visited him in his office. Barker hiter dismissed 
the e barges. 

Prrsidcni's DccirtUoi 

The (unployer, in the investigation, stated: 

Business ilanager Collier did not tell mo 
to pull Blackburn off the job, neither did 
Business Manager Collier re<[uest me to dk- 
('barge Blackburn ... I believe 1 exercised 
iny rights in discharging Blackburn for 
failure to report for work and being absent 
from work wilhoui my knowledge/' 

The Inteniational President's decision stated: 

■'The only sujjporting evidence given, of 
such alleged discrimination (by Cedlier), 
wms the answer to the claim notice signed 
by the oflicc employee. Black linrn now' asks 
that her slatenient (which could have been 
lier iiilcrpretation) In' accepted as against 
those of llic employer, the Business Man- 
ager and others. 

*'The record in this case show.s that the 
mem berk owm miscondnet was responsible 
for his discharge."

Our members entering Military Service should 
have tlieir IBEW eontjnuons standing, their pen- 
sion mul death benefits protected'-- without cost tn 
tlienL Tfie International President and Secretary 
disenssed this with the Exceidive Coime.il. 

Under the present Conslil ution “A” members 
entering Military Service ninst now pay their dues 
as nsmil — or their Local Unions nuLsl pay their |)cr 
('apita tux to the International as usual — to protect 
their stand in g ami benefits. 

Tiie Council, tliereroi'e* agreed on the wording of 
a Constitutional amcmlnient eov(*ring this matter — 
to be BubmiUetl In our coming October Convention. 

IM EKNATIONAi. PKESIDENT 

Presidem Tracy consulted w'ith us <m various 
matters, lie also reported on the meetings he had 
attended of the Execulivc Councils of the Amer- 
ica n Federation of Labor — and of its Building 
Trades DepartmenL Me is a member of lliose Coun- 
cils. 

The Fresideiit dealt with the jurisdiction dis- 
putes involving the IBEW and of her organii^ations. 
He explained the efforts made Jo protect electrical 
work for electrical workers. 

The President believes, a.s we do, that where 
agreemenfs can be made honoraldy with cither or- 
ganizations — ^agrecmcMts to avoid such dispntes^ — 
wUhoul loss to our mcnibersliij), then tins should 
be done. 

lie reported on uegoliations w'ith the Ii'on Work- 
ers International Union toward such an agreement, 
llow'ever, no agreement has yet been made. It is 
still ill the stages of negotiation,

iym iteniii and prulilems. He related the condiUon of 
various IBKW funds since the Auditor's last re- 
ports were completed. He also reported on TBEW 
investments. 

The Inlcrnatiomil Secrclar>' discussed our pen- 
sion plan. July 31, 1950* 3,804 members were on 
IBEW pension — J>50 a moiitin For the year ending 
July 31, 1050p $2,283,774.80 was imid out in pensions. 
The niiinber (^olnyf on pension increases with eiidj 
month. 

Some inemhcrR have written tlial the pension 
pajmient kIiouIiI be inereased from $50 lo $l(t0 
and the pension ii^re redinuni from 65 to 60. The 
Executive Conneil ngfrees. All needed is the money 
to pay the cost. 


Emir IVtilllfm Nei^fled 

To reduce tin* pension a^e alone— from 65 to 60— 
would eost about $4,000,000 additional for the first 
year — ^at the present payment of $50 monthly. 

The Executive CounciJ realizes the need of our 
older members — our pioneers and builders. We 
know the uiihapfjy lot of inatiy — their tryin|if to 
make ends meet when ill or not working. 

We believe the Brotherhood cannot do too muidi 
for those who blazed the trail, who dung to IhiK 
organization in its most dlflieult days. TTmveviov 
des])ite our rlcfiires we cannot change the cold facts. 
Mondicrs nil mi first be willing and able to pay much 
more— if more is to be |mid out. 

We want to see the fieosion paymeul iiicreasetl 
and the pension age reduced. But pensions operate 
on rut 111 ess nniilieiiinties— not desire, sentiment t»r 
emotion.

I low ever, there 
is anollier factor whirli has jilnvnl 
no smut I part in this ne!iievein**n(* 
the Ireineiidoiis eontrilailion "nindi* 
t>y memlH^rs of tlie union we salute 
this ruontli, the rniteil Assofnatiori 
of doimieymen ami Ajiprentiees of 
the Pliniilnii^j and Pipe Filtini? In- 
dustry. Tlmnigli their seient ifir 
trntiiini? and rtnimml skills, elear 
pure water eoiiies ilowim: at the 
turn of a faweet humlle through 
hidileii pipes for use in onr homes, 
ill faetorios, in pnlilie Innldin^rs. 
Eflfieient drainage and sewage sys- 
tejiis remove hiimaii and iiidustria] 
wastes with safety mid iUsiiateh. 


Traps and veil li la t ion f»ij>es keej» 
sewer gases out of tmr homes am! 
the iLiodeni llxtures whieli these 
workers install are not only ex- 
tremely useful Imt amount almost 
to olijeel-s of art. Thus have the 
Plumljers and Pipe Fitters eon- 
trihiUed to tlie way of life us we 
know it in oiir eoiiiitry, nnd to u 
higlier stmnlnrd of living for all 
our eltizens. This is their story. 

History of Sanitation 

The Piund»ers' elironiele, how- 
ever* starts a long way back !h‘* 
fore a Lmthtuh in Amerten was even 
thou gilt of^ — in fact before Ainer^ 
lea was even Uioiight alKmt, 

The history of sjiiiitatiori gc«*s all 
the way imek to the time when 
our aiieesl til's kaett tlowii lieside a 
stream to drink, rivilization ad- 
vuneed the method of obtaining 
drinking water by use of a erurlo 
pipe, fashioned of wood. Next men 
dug rough treriehes to giiule water 
from its s^uirce— perhaps in the 
hills, dijwn into the valleys where 
tliey lived* Then lumiels were dug 
nirmigh rueky teri'nin In hi-ing 
water to eities* The ti reeks and 


Ituiiiaijs built great ui|iiedueLs of 
stone to allow llie pure water of 
mountain streams to Iknv down to 
their cities, ami as early as tiOO 
B*t-h, the latter had built a drain- 
age sewer which is still in existenee 
today. We have all read in his- 
tory books 111 Hint the hixurious 
public Uoman Imths* We know 
too that many Uomans had private 
bathtubs in their houses. 

But liathUibs go back farther 
than thai. In Egypt and Baby- 
lonia, e.xeavations have uncovered 
palaee.s with tiled Imtlirooms and 
tubs 3,500 years old. 

After the Fall of Uonic, througli 
the periiMl known as the Dark 
Ages, sanitary measures declined 
and di.scaKc and pestilence ran 
rampant* Twenlydive million peo- 
ple— one fourth of tlie population 
of Eimipo - were destroyed by the 
Black Death. Plagues broke out 
periodically deeiiniiUng the popu- 
lalion and even as late as the l?^th 
century, 688 out of every 1,000 
chibln ‘11 died before reacliing the 
ago of 10*

The itante jiliiinlK^r eoiiH^s from

From I hell on, sniiilahuu and 
plmiibiiit; proj'imstHi 

In America, plumbintr did not 
eome into its own until alamt the 
time of the gay nineties, (hie of 
the <Kldiiie.s of the day llml men 
talked abmii, wa.s the faet tlmi 
Benjamin Franklin had a eof>i>er 
balli lub eonslnicted in the ftirm 
of a slipi»er in which lie took n 
!ml Imtii twiee a week. In ihe 
early days, bath tulis were eMnisid- 
I'lvil frivolous and frowned upon. 
The State of Virginia imposed a 
tax of $d0 on every hath tub 
brought into the stale, while Bos- 
ton (niind you, clean, t>ure Boston i 
iiuule it unlawful to bathe except 
In the ail vice of a physician. 


Because <jf this atlitmle, im* 
tirovemcrii in pluiulnng fix I ores 
tu'oirresscd slowly and only made 
notable progn^ss in the past i(Mi 
years. This was due in part h» 
the fact thill the Pluinlx*rs and 
Steam Fitters of America h<‘gaii 
to aHiliate into groups and to 
dream of a union. Prior to the <1v- 
il War and a long time afler, the 
h*t of pluiiibers, like that of most 
workers, was not n happy otic. 
Hours were terrifily long, work 
was laborious and pay avus meager. 
PhlliibeT's and steiim litters liegaii 
to organize Itx^ally in an attempt to 
better their wages and working 
conditions, Lmt a few pioticcr lead* 
ers soon realized that because their 
effort was local in elm met cu' they 
wividd never be able to gel very far 
with their demands, so when tfie 
organization known as the Knights 
of l>aboF apimared on Uie scene 
with its pi'OgrcKsivci ^»f 

one liig union for all crafhs, t>l umb- 
ers and steam fiUers jtaneiJ readily. 
This afliliation brought with it 
some stiTngth to tiUaiii a few ini- 


firovemcnts lmt far iruin salistied 
their desires. However, it gave 
them the stimnlus necessary to or- 
gimiz.e their own internal iomil 
imion, and in the year l''S4 tliey 
lietd their hrst jn«lcpeiident eon- 
Viuilion. This meeting was held in 
old Turner Hall in ihneinnati, 
nliio, and it was tlien and there 
that the Juternational AsscH^iatioii 
i»l' -lourneymen IMumlK^rs, Has Fil- 
ters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fit- 
ters Helpers of the Fidted States 
ami ranada was formcfl. 

Convention of 1889 

By 1SS8, the work of organizing 
these craftsmen had Imeii so suc- 
cessful that it was decided to hold 
another canvcnlion and to emsmr- 
age pi Hill hers and steam liMm’s in 
indej»endent uidons to join their 
ranks. Mtiro llmii a hundred tlele- 
galcs attended this meeting held 
in duly, 18S!t in Brooklyn, Hood 
feeling prevailed, and the dt^sire 
For uiiiticatimi was so strong, that 
t h<^ delegates \'oted unanimously 
to call another conveiitiun to meet 
in Wasliiiigtuii, 1>. L\ un Uetober

Through tho Years 

As this issue of your Jininud reaches yoii^ many 
of o\ir Jti embers will be making preparations for 
the trip to Miami and ihe Tweuty-foyrtli Conveii* 
tioii of our BrotherliCKKi As yoiir Jourmd wen1 
to press, we were assemljling some figures to bring 
to our i.ielegates in eh an ami diagram form a I 
that Couventioji. These figures tell a stirring story 
— tlie story of our Brotiieiiiood tlirongli the years. 
They show how our membci‘ship has grown through 
those years from eight struggling locals with 28fl 
eager, far-sighted members to the present day, when 
we stand nearly half a million strong, and with 
locals spread ing out from ocean to ocean ami rep- 
resented many times over in every state and prov- 
ince of these United States ami Canada. 

They show our econoiiiie progress too, from those 
early days when our financial statements showed 
no assets — only delits — till today when we own 
our line 1.0. building, have ample funds to carry 
out our aims and purposes, am! have a growing [ten- 
sion and death benefit fund for the aid of all. 

The figures are cold and impersonal, Imt the 
story behind them is as wfu‘m and vital as life it- 
self, for it\s the real si my of Brotherhood and all 
it has meant through I he years. U/s the story of 
men who believed in a cause and were willing to 
fight for it. It’s the story of men who were not wilB 
ing inerel}" to exist at the whim of some grasping 
employer, but were determ iiunl to gain a decent 
life for Iheinselycs and the taTnilies dependent on 
them. Ami having bettered Iheir own lot. they were 
not content to live for themselves alone, but sought 
to bring a better life to their fellow workers and to 
bring aliout a whole Ijcller way of life for their 
children and their children's ciiildreii. 

To return l.o our ligiires, we see them grow for 
a while, ami then les.sen. Our 50-yefir members 
will remember w!iy— depression and anti-iniion cam- 
paigns toward the end of ihe *‘gay nineties” de- 
cimated the ranks of those early union inoneers 
but they could not kill Ihcm nor the union move- 
ment they sought to perpetuate. 

The figures mount again after the turn of the 
20th Century and then once more we sec (hem fall, 
^tany rememher tliis decline hceau.se it spelled inter- 
nal dissension in our ranks. But even a split from 
within could not wreck a iminti roinuled ns mu’s was 
Joimdcd, on Christian principles and the resolve to 


‘^a^^sist each Otiier ill sickness and distress.” And 
men shown the right way aiul convinced of wlmt 
AVcis the right way, returned to their original union 
and their Brothers in it. Tlicy liealcd the breach 
and wont forward again togetlier, growing and bnitd- 
ing and fighting side liy side, the storm of anti- 
union prejudice of postwar days, the depths of a 
new and devastating depression, sticking together, 
working togetlier, gaining togctlier. 

Kow nearly (10 years since tiiat first lillle Itand 
met in St. Louis, away hack in 18!)1, a group of 
delegates, 10 times as large as the entire membership 
represented at ihai fii^st convention^ will meet in 
Miami to oiiee again, by demoeratie procedure, work 
out the ways and means by which our Brotherhood 
will l>e governed ami continue to prosper in ific 
years ahead. 

We have come a long way through the years. 
Brothers, and I fie road ahead stretehes far and 
wide, iieeause we are still a young industry wiili 
much to learn and do. The full strength of elec- 
tronic and atomic power for peaceful living lias 
not even begun to scrateli the surface as yet when 
we visualke all that is possible to be olitained. Ami 
as the industry grows, so will our Brotherhood 
cmiliiiiie to grow. And we know that members who 
have weathered all that we have ^veatfiered — storm 
from inside and out — and have stood together to 
bec<mie one of ilie largest anil strongest uniun.s 
in the American Feileratiou of Jaibor, have nothing 
to fear as we look afieacL When an organi^aljon 
is foimdcfl on principles greater and stronger than 
selfish indiviilmil molives, on lenets that embrace 
the good of all, it cannot but prosper and move 
forward. 

We stand then, today, at the tlireshold of onr 
Twenty- four til Convention with pride and confi- 
dence — we have eomc far thrmigh the years — we 
will go farther In the years ahead! 


About W ar and Peace 

This editorial is about war — war and peace — real 
peace for everybody. 

Soniehow to most of the people here in America, 
there is something unreal about the war in Korea. 
It .seems a long way off like something seen in a 
newsreid that is lni]ipening only to people of on- 
other country. Perha]is iUs hceause w^e experienced 
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fK» dnmtatir mumriit ais ifim' was whnii IVarl I Inf' 
bor \vm attacked and mir whole nation rose as one 
<lctcrmiiied, and yet exalted force to Htrilce 
hack at those %vho tiad dareil to wreak timt das- 
tardly, sneak attack npoii us. 

I say that tlie Korean war seems n ureal and re^ 
molt' fo many of bal (lOil alone knows Ihjw 
real it is \u iliose lira%-e hoys who are dghling tiver 
there in tlie mnd t*f strange teiTaiii, wet witii lUeir 
own svvi'al am] Idood, and to their folks who wait 
at fHmio in ftmr and tmiibliritr for that message 
that begins, '^\Ve regret to inform yon . . J' 

Ami that is why we, i'Vitv last one of ns, have 
got t«> heeouie aware of onr responsibilities in ibis 
new war. We [H-ny ii will f»e short and its tertiiiria- 
tion marked hy a real am I lasting pejiee. 

There are those (but they are fortunately few < 
who say that we had peace and that we had no 
rigid i(* wage Ufis war. lint, wi^ say, and wi> believe 
we sfteak the mi ml of working men and women 
evci-ywlun-e, Umt we liad mi elu/icc; as we wrote 
Viin ill that editorial jiisl after the war began. 

'Hiere eanrmt be n real Jind hasting peace while 
then' are men anywhere who live ns slaves. While 
men are slaves of a ruthless power that liobls 
Imman life and bninan dignity in utter eonlempt 
tfiere ean be tin real peaee or real freeHloiu on the 
faee of the earth. Ijnless a stand liiul been taken 
in Kojva, (tie furees of eoiiinninist aggression would 
Inive ij liven forward, striking liere and then% at 
templing lo bring all tiie fn-e [>enjib's of I lie world 
iinder the law, and tlie nile, and the whip, nml the 
gnii of tlie Soviet siekle. 

We are in tins war now and we must he wiiling 
to work hard and make saeri lives lo help oui* boys 
to will it. We are wdlitig organii?ed lab<jr has 
always hcen a I the forefront to do its part in any 
erisis,

1. TAFT-HARTLEY ACT (HR 3020} 

June 23, 1947 Passed 68-25 

Final passage over President Truman*s veto. This vote is the Jtey test vote. This act destroyed the protection of the 
Norris-LaGaardia Act and the Wagner Act and subjected unions to court miunctions and suits for damages, outlaived the 
secondary boycott and union control over hiring. The purpose of the Act was to destroy free trade unions. 

2. LUCAS ANTI INJUNCTION AMENDMENT 

June 28, 1949 Defeated 44 to 46 Yea=R 

Rejection of amendment abolishing use of injunctions In so-called national emergency strikes. Clear vote for or against 
use of injunctions and did not involve an expression for or against seizure or other means of settling disputes. When this 
amendment lost by 2 votes, it proved that T-H Act would not be repealed in Senate this session. 

3. TAFT^SMITH-DONNEL OMNIBUS AMENDMENT 

June 30. 1949 Passed 49 to 44 Nay=R 

Substitution of major anti-labor provisions of Taft-Hartley Act in place of Thomas repeal bill. After this carried^ only the 
first nine fines of AFL-supported Thomas bill were left. No Senator who voted for this amendment can be considered a 
friend of labor. 

4. HOUSING (Taft Amendment to S 1070) 

April 21, 1949 Defeated 30-41 Nay R 

Rejection of amendment to eliminate from bill provision tor loans and grants for farm housing improvements. Not a 
clear test vote on housing bill as whole, but this amendment indicates both farm and housing attitude. 

5. MINIMUM WAGE (Holland Amendment to S. 653] 

Aug. 30, 1949 Passed 50-23 Nay^R 

Amendment removed 250,000 retail store employees from protection of wage-hour act. 

6. RENT CONTROL 

Dec. 31, 1949 Passed 36-28 Yea^R 

7. SOCIAL SECURITY ACT AMENDMENTS of 1950 [HR 6000). 

June 20, 1950 Passed 45-37 Nay^R 

Knowland (R., Calif.) amendment to provide that state unemployment compensation laws shall not be certified out of 
conformity with federal laws until state courts have passed on disputed items, and to make such certification effective 90 
days after state governor has been notified. 

8. GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1951 (HR 7786). 

Aug. 3, 1950 Rejected 39-46 Yea=R 

Smith (R., N.J.) amendment to exempt funds for Point Four program from 10 per cent, reduction stipulated in pending 
Byrd-Bridges amendment.

At that 
time were held public religious 
rites in honor of the dead, and 
especially the iieroes who died for 
their eoiinl ry. After the Ihmmns 
conquertul Britain, tliese ciistoias 
were added to the earlier ones ot 
the Druids aiiil the two rite.s l>e- 
came miiigied. Thus, wlicn the 
LU'eat bon 1 1 res were built to keep 
away the spiiits released by the 
god of evil on IlalloweVn, the ]ieo- 
ple also gidhered aroiimi the fire 
to relate Hieir ex}jeriences willi 
ijueer mdses, st range tlutlcrings. 
trembling slunlows and mystic 
pra<‘Hces, And this was the forc- 
ruiiiier of tlie ghost story so nis- 
tumardy a part of today's oltserv- 
a nee. 

In filO A.D.. Hie Pope ordained 



111 at Hie old Homan temple, tin* 
Ihmtlieon, he eonverteii into a 
tliristhui eh\trcli. dedicated lo the 
memory of all the martyrs. A feast 
was held in their commeiiuiratimi 
<m Mny first, imt in the year >^d4, 
this eelebrntion was moved lo No- 
vember first. The feast became 
known as All Saints' Day and tlie 
day iireceding it was called All 
Holies' or All Hallows" Tims, 
Hallowe'en is a contractii>n nf Hal- 
lows' h've. 

Hvcii after Hie first of Novendao* 
became a Christian feast day, the 
]teo]>le still ehing to the ancient cus- 
toms and beliefs. As the bon tires 
blajicd, laughing bands of “uuis- 
ers/' young people disguist'il in 
grotesque masks and carrying lan- 
terns carved from Inrnip.s nml 
pumpkins, fathered in the villages. 
Hallowehii liecame a night of mys- 
tery and fun-making. People came 
to ijelievc they eoiiid foretell the 
future on that nigiit by performing 
s)ieeial rites. Because *m1s piob- 
alily were the favorite mt^ans of 
fortune telling, Alt Hallows' ICve 
became knowu to many as Nut- 
eraek Night. (Hrls and boys plac<‘d 
nuts side by side mi the glowing 
I'liibers, If Hie mils burned peace- 
fully, it meant a haiqiy married 
life, lull if they 1li‘w apart, a 
stormy future %vas indiealed, 

thillowe'en euslom.s today Ueefi 
many of these early eusloms un- 
changed. Young and old still 
gat her to Imnl nuts and to duck 
for apples hubbing in a tub of 
water. Uhost stories and jack n’- 
lanterns si ill play import mil roles 
ill the celebration of Hallo we 'en. 
.\ml beware, for the wilelies ami 
gho.sts still roaiUj ami the gold ins 
will get you if you <lon'l watch 
out !

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The Labor Movement and You 


Headers, the subject matter of your 
woman’s pag-e this month consists of 
two one — your role in the 

labor movejnent in this country and 
two — just a word of tribute to you 
for that part you play. 

As your Jo^^^^'AL was going to 
iness, the A.F. of L. Convention was 
meeting in Houston, Texas, and at 
the same time all over the count ly, 
members of the l.B,E.W. were begin- 
ning to make preparations for the 
trip to Miami and the Convention of 
our own Brotherhood. 

Now at that convention in Houston, 
Texas, in addition to the hundreds of 
delegates present, there will be hun- 
dreds of women also, their wives who 
accompany them. The same is true 
for our Convention. Then there ai-e 
thousands moi^ women connected 
with our Bi'otherhood by virtue of 
being wives or daughters or sisters 
or mothers of our members. 

Now then, about this connection 
and what it should mean to you. 

TCs Importan* 

Well, first and foremost, every 
woman who has a man in the labor 
movement, if he is a real, live, active 
member, which ’we number in the 
thousands, should realize one thing — 
that the labor movement and his 
union mean a great, great deal to 
that mam They are a very imjioidant 
part of his life and for that reason 
by %drtue of your being his wife and 
helpmeet, they should he an in^portant 
jjart of your life too. 

As a matter of fact, they should 
just be an important part of your 
life anyway because tlie Ameiican 
Labor movement has done more to 
increase wages, lower houi-s and im- 
prove conditions than any other phase 
of our life. 



I f you ha%'e a nice home and your 
husband makes enough at his trade 
to support you and your children in 
modest comfon, you can thank the 
labor unions of America, 

Suppose your husband is a lineman. 
His chances of survival today arc 
just about 1000 percent better than 
they were 40 years ago. You can 
thank the T.E.E.W. and its campaign 
for safety standards and reduction 
of hazards for this. 

Suppose for some leason your chil- 
dren had to he taken from you be- 
cause you were ill or could not sup- 
port them. Forty years ago they 
could have been put out to work at 



six years of age, sewing garments or 
picking cotton or shelling shrimp till 
tlieir little hands were raw and bleed- 
ing. But not today. Through the 
untiring efforts of the A.F. of L. and 
all its aflfiliated unions, child labor 
was banished yeai's ago. 

And largely because of the efforts 
of unions, we have better education 
for our children and social security 
laws and other ad % ant ages that bless 
us and our families. 

Give Something Back 

They ai'e some of the things the 
labor movement and the Electrical 
Workers Union have done for you and 
your children. Now what can you do 
in return? 

Well first, you should learn more 
about this union and this labor move- 
ment your husband is a part of. 
Learn as much as you can about the 
things going on in our union. There’s 
one pretty easy way of doing this — 
by reading articles in our Joi'RX.AL. 
Be sure to 1 ‘ead the supplement in the 
center of the Jourx.vl this month be- 
cause that supplement gives in brief 


form a complete history and job 
analysis of the I.B.E.W. 

Then next you can start teaching 
your children about the labor move- 
ment so they will grow up with it 
and understand it and love it and 
promote it as they grow to young 
manhood and womanhood. Just ex- 
plain to the very little ones, how the 
organization Daddy belongs to has 
gotten more things for them to eat 
and wear and therefore that they 
should be proud of it and glad Daddy 
joined, and when they grow older, 
help other people to know more about 
the unions and help to make them 
want to join them. The older chil- 
dren can be instructed by material 
from the Jaii^XAL which you could 
read and then tell them about, or 
encourage them to read. Also spon- 
sor union topics of interest in your 
family gatherings, so your young peo- 
ple will come to be completely fa- 
miliar with the union and its benefits. 

Gel Out The Vote 

Ne.xt you can join auxiliaries or 
form new ones with the pennission 
of the local union and be real help- 
mates to the affiliated union in every 
way possible. Through the medium 
of auxiliaries too, is some of the best 
work of Labor’s League for Political 
Education carried out. That con- 
cerns this business of getting out tlie 
vote and electing the right people to 
Congress — the people who will repeal 
the Taft-Hartley law which is like a 
millstone around neck of our unions. 
They can register themselves, vote 
themselves and in addition, ring door- 
bells, write letters, make phone calls 
to get every other possible person to 
vote too. 

Our women in auxiliaries are doing 
some wonderful work. We hope this 
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will keep tip, Institute worthy, pro- 
gressive progntms. Have sLiuiy clubs 
sc» you may leiirn about unions and 
labor problems. (Write us at the 
1.0. if you mini help on this.) Help 
families of needy union mem hers, or- 
ganise blood banks, do all the chari- 
table things that organiKerl labor has 
always sponsoivd. 

Anft, this is perhatis the most im- 
portant fund ion of your auxiliaries — 
buy union luhd gotids anti services. 
Look for the lalad. Demand il and 
get others to do likewise. That union 
label is the lifeblood of our industry. 
A denmml ftu' it is liki* putting ntoney 
into union Tnembers* iiocketH and 
keeps working standaids and living 
contlitinns high nil along the line. 
And remtanber Lhis girls^ whnl helps 
one, helps all. If you hire a union 
plumber, 10 in one when his Imuse 
needs 7^110 ng, he’s going to get a 
union rdectridan, bceaufie ihis union 
lalud business is ojie Ihal fiays a fair 
margin of retujn. 

Make Work Kasier 

Now, then, there’s anuther |jurt that 
you as 31 woman [day or can play in 
this labor movement that'K an im- 
portant psychtdogieal fadmv We’ve 
mentionc'd Imw much this labor move- 
meat means iu your hushaml. If he’s 
a business agent or other ollieer. Id 
to one. a great deal of Iiih time is 
consumed in union matte is and lb u> 
one you 4 lon*t like it worth a darn. 
You wish he '‘wouldn’t have so many 
meetings.” You wish ”he staycil home 
more like other men.” Lioly. you 
should stop all that. Ycmhe his wife, 
rernemhei ? You’re his helpmeet. IDs 
union is imii and pareel of his AND 
YOtJR livelihoc^d. Somebialy has to 
do thi’ work of keeping the union 
going, iuj(i your husband has Li» do his 
share. 'I’ry to uiiflerstand. If you’ll 
learn moiH? about tht? nnioiiH you’ll 
l>eco 7 ne a little enthused yourself and 
will he more willing for your hus- 
band to diivote his time 11 ud enei'gies 
to it. And, girls, do moi-e tlmn jusl 
passively and jjeacefully Hulanii, 1 'iike 
u j'eal interest. Kind out about his 
union ami his work so you can flis- 
cuss it inted I i gently. Stay in the 
background, yes, hut let him know his 
job and his union mean .something to 
you, too, and you want to know more 
aboil L it. 

For heaven’s sak(^ though, girls, stay 
out of friction with tdlier Klectrical 
Workers’ wives. Ikm’t divulge any 
union business ymir hushaml may 
confide in you. Ibrn't get into lugu- 
ments about whose husband should 
get more money than somebody else’s. 

Your job is to make things run as 
smoothly for your huBhaml as pussi- 
hle, and not Biir up trouble fur him.

Sara Gompers told Sam about 
it that night when he t-amc in off 
the picket line, "Did you accept the 
money?" he said. Sara replied,

then Sara, all tenderness, put her 
arms around him and said, "My God, 
Sam, how can you insult me so, you 
know I cou!dn*t take the money!” 
Sara Gompers had the reaU true 
union spirit our women should have— 
and here's where the trihuU" we meti- 
tioned in our introduction comes in. 
Many of them do hat*c if. We have 
many, many fine loyal union-spirited 
women in this »cnr labor movement— 
that is among those who are nmr to 
those in the labor movement, 1 vn^h 
you could talk with some of them who 
wdll surely be at our convention, some 
of the wives of our officers and or- 
ganiseers, for example.

Although Brother Allison rc*- 
covered frorn those injurits, 
both he and the company em- 
ploying him felt that he no 
Umgc?r wouhl hi* useful on the 
railroad, llfiwever, Local 744 
saw things clilTerently. Due to 
the unceasing efforts of Busi- 
ness Manager W' alter E. Steele, 
the Company finally consented 
to let Allison return as a helper. 
But Brother Btcole's work did 
not slop here. He kept push- 
ing the case until Allison was 
put buck on Iiis old job. In June, 
with the backing of the local. 
Brother Allison won a claim for 
$HIT,000 in Federal Court.

Rail Workers Feel 
Pinch of H.C.L. 

L. V. zor.. Dl'n'IlOIT, Mini.— The 

impact of fast-moving events has 
foiTed a ccmsi<leralde change of alti- 
tude of railroad workei’S toward mir 
economic position. Already the in* 
creased coat of living has nnluced our 
real w'Uges to the point that it has 
begun to hurt. Official figures are 
misleading, as usual, hecauRe they do 
not show the effects of shortages 
which made it necessary to buy high- 
er priced ttuhatitutes or |aiy lilack 
market inllation prices. The situa- 
tion 13 serimis. Now is the time to 
do something about it. 

The success of the automobile work- 
ers in gaining a substantial wage in- 
crease to m*Md the increascfd cost of 
li\nng and reward for technological 
advancement shoulii l>e a lesson for 


us. \Vc^ w^anl to see at! railroad wtn k- 
ers gel a guaranteed anmml wage, 
but .^m h a guaranteeri wage must be 
baai^ti upon cost-oMiving increases 
and it nruRt also provide hicreused 
efficiency in the indnstix Bight now 
we are already six month.s and U1 
cents an hour behind in the race in 
maiiitain the position of mil road 
Electrical Workers. 

Secondly, through our lagging pol- 
icy we are slowly, but surely, tle- 
atorylng the prestige cif our craft 
as a skilled craft of highly trainctl 
and fiualified mechanics. The attual 
fact is that in many localities there 
is no apt* rentice*t raining program and 
to nu^t the increasing demand for 
electrical workers at the relatively 
low' hourly rate of pay on railroads 
we have to abandon cpialiflcation pro- 
visions in order to fill the jobs under 
cmr jurisdiction. This i.s a double- 
edged sword against our organir-u- 
tion. The poorer the w^age rate the 
less we can demand qualificationa and 
the poorer the (|ua1ifieation3 the b'ss 
we can demand as skilled ciaftsmen. 

We have wasted four years during 
which time we failed to get a plan 
for regular I’eplacements and a<idi- 
tions to our craft through a (iprent ice- 
ship training. The present world sit- 
uation mokes the writing of a plan 
at this lime impossible. We will have 
less young men available and a great- 
er demand for mechanics. 

The only thing to do now is to 
stai-t a drive for improvcii wtirking 
conditions, paid holidays and wage in- 
creasi-'s to draw good capable men 
into the industry',

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Sign Contract With 
Maine Power Company 

L. U. 333, l*OKTI,ANn, MAINE— On 

July 25th at the general oJEce nf the 
Ctt ntral Maine I ’ewer (’ompany at 
Augusta, a two-year labor-manage- 
ment contract was signed for two 
years with a cost-of-living review on 
wages at the end of one year. The 
company employs over 1,700 in its 
five divisions most of whom are rep- 
Tcsented by the five locals of the In- 
ternationai Hrotherhood of Elect rical 
Workers A.F. of L., L,tV. Pon- 
land; L. U. 484, Lewiston j L. U. 
Augusta; L. U. 1058, Rockland and 
L, U, 1407, Watcrvitle, Following the 
signing, a dinner party was held 
sponsored by the company, ('entral 
Maine Power Company Presi<leiil Wil- 
liam F, Wyman ami Horace E. Ho%ve, 
Maine Electric LTUlity Workers Coun- 
cil President spoke. Walter Kenefick, 
International Uep resen La Live of the 
Brotherhood assisted in the negotia- 
tions which have been going on since 
April. 

Terms of the con tract [>rovide for 
a general wage hike of three cents 
an hour with a proviso for a review 
on wfige.s at the end of one year if the 
cost of living Encj‘eases six percent 
using Bureau of l.abor statistics as 
a guide. In addition the com{>any 
will pay the employes' group hospiLul- 
ization cost of ^1.10 per month. These 
conditions are retroactive to May 1st 
in the Southern Hi vision and May 
17th in Uiu Western, Eastern, Nos'th- 
ern and Cent nil Divisions. 

The hosjiitalization plan will he fur- 
ther increased in employe benefits by 
the adfiition of 41 cents for added 
employe pioleetion to be paid also by 
the power firm. An improved paid 
vacation plan provides for a one week 
vacation after six months, two weeks 
after 12 months ami three weeks after 
15 years of service, the third week 
change taking elTect with the 1P51 
vacation period. 

The sick pay portion of the con- 
tiact calls for full pay for the first 
four weeks and Lheteafler half pay — 
with one montifs coverage for each 
year of service. In imluslrial acci- 
dents the contract jrrovides for eight 
weeks at full pay and half pay one 
month for each year of service with 
a minimum half pay provision of 15 
months. 

A length-of-service bonus plan pays 
$2d in lleeember for each five years 
of service increasing $211.00 at the 
enti Ilf each five years of service retro 
active to date of employment. Steven 
and nine paid holidays ami funeral 
leave up to three days are provldeil. 
The present group hos|iitalizuLion 
Ilian with the Union Mutual Insur- 
ance Company for employes ami their 
dependents has a schedule of surgical 
allowances up to $15P, $7,110 daily for 
hospital^ and up to $70,1)0 for medical 
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and smrgical supplies. The additional 
41 cents that will be company financed 
will add to the employes' benefits.

— If anyone has any doubt or mis- 
giving about the style and quality of 
Bakerstield graduating apprentices, 
they have only to take a gander at the 
bottom row of the accompanying 
photograph. Everyone there is defin- 
itely superintendent material. For 
any further verification it is only 
necessary to inquire of those in the 
back row, and I am sure an affirma- 
tive ansTver will be forthcoming. 

We are proud of these apprentices 
who have successfully passed their 
journeyman's examination, and con- 
gratulate them on this achievement. 

It is now with sorrow and regret 
that I mention the passing of one of 
the Brothei-s from our ranks. Brother 
Lester Bil letter, one of the old time 
neon tube benders [lassed away July 
18, 1950, at his home. I am sure it 
would not be amiss here to say that 
the entire brotherhood offers its deep- 
est sympathy to Mrs. Billctter and 
to their son, Marvin, who is also a 
neon tube bender. 

We have completed negotiations on 
our new inside and outside agree- 
ment, We were granted a 20 cents- 
an-hour increase effective July 1st. 
1950 with protection on old work to 
October 1st, 1950* This increase 
raises our journeyman scale to $2.70 
per hour. We believe that we have 
most of the important fringes such as 
travel time and mileage, double time 
over eight hours and subsistence of 
$7*00 per day ’worked on out-of-to’wn 
jobs; so these items were not dis- 
cussed or changed* 

The unemployment situation has 
improved greatly in the last few 
months. We now have most of the 
local boys employed in the jurisdic- 
tion. Inside work still consists en- 
tirely of small jobs, with house wir- 
ing an important factor. Linemen 
are presently depending on steel tow- 
er transmission work with not too 
much wood pole construction at this 
time* 

Local No. 428 will soon move its 
office to a new location at 911 20th 
Street, Bakersfield. We expect to 
make the change about October 1st*

All marine life within the coastal line 
of the bay, crabs, shi'imp, fish for 
some reason or other, no one 3ms 
been able to explain it, all come shore- 
ward, And in some cases up on the 
beaches. All you have to do is to 
walk out with whatever you can 
find to put them in and pick up 'what- 
ever you please. Sometimes they come 
in batches only of their own kind, for 
example, only crabs, then the next 
will be shrimp only, etc. Very seldom 
do they come in all together. What 
causes it I do not know, but it does 
happen. This year already it has hap- 
pened four times. The older residents, 
in other woixls the natives of the 
Eastern Shore just watch the waters 
of the bay, and can tell you within 
a couple of hours about these things. 
Then when it does happen the first 
ones out call out to the others 
‘‘jubilee" and all know what has 
happened and they all get together 
with whatever containers they can 
find and pick up the fish, crabs or 
whatever is coming in. They stay 
around for sometimes four hours but 
not always that long. This might 
sound like a fairy tale but there is 
plenty of proof here if you want it. 

As it is late and 1 have to get this 
in the mail to make the dead line, I 
will sign off by asking all to remem- 
ber that; “Happiness increases only 
as we divide it with others."

We w^ere honored with the presence 
of 1. O. llepresentatives. Brothers Bie- 
man and Feely, Brother PLjeman 
commented on the very good working 
conditions in our district and Brother 
Feely gave a talk on labor legislation 
and the political aspects of labor laws 
over a period of the past 40 years. 
Their talks were interesting and en- 
liglitening and were 'well received. 

Conditions throughout the area are 
good and a good percentage of our 
membership is working. 

At this point 1 w’ould like, on be- 
half of the membership of Local 5S.I5, 
to express our gratitude and thanks 
to the members of our Conference 
Committee, who have w'orked and 
strived so hard for the past six years 
to olitain a vacation 'v\dth pay for the 
members employed in the construction 


industry. They did obtain a vac.ition 
with pay for us in 1947 which was 
based on two percent of the straight- 
time earnings and amounted to one 
week's vacation. We naturally wished 
to retain what we had already been 
grantetl, so again in 1948 efforts we it 
made to include the vacation in our 
agreement, but it vva.s then we ran 
into tremendous obstacles on all sides. 
Notwithstanding the fact that prac- 
tically every wage earner in the 
United States today is given a vaca- 
tion, it was pointed out that a vaca- 
tion ]>lan could never be workable in 
the building trades industry. Many 
times discouraging and derogatory re- 
marks and actions in connection with 
our efforts to obtain the vacation plan 
were heard and witnessed but our 
committee kept “plugging along." 

And then in 1949 our Conference 
Committee, aftev many conferences, 
meetings, etc., with the employers, 
was sent to Chicago to appear before 
the Council to plead for our vacation. 
Our Business Manager S. E. Rock- 
well presented tlie case, but to no 
avail. We lost. The employers won. 
it even appeared, strange as it seems, 
that some people were rdeased we lost. 
However, rmr Conference Committee 
never gave up. The members have 
just completed negotiations with the 
contractors, with the follow'ing re- 
sults : 

F*ffective July 1st, 1950, wc receive 
a five -cent per hour wage increase, 
making the hourly wage rate for in- 
side wiremen, $2.5.5, plus four percent 
of the straight time earnings, based 
on a 40-hour straight time week, 
which is to be used for a %'acation and 
amounts to $4.08 per week.

The I.B.E.W, and N,E.P* Cor|Kira- 
tion contract provides for social liene- 
fits, increases in shift differentials and 
other working conditions, pay for jury 
duty and for active military training* 

The insurance fdan that has been 
in effect in the past will continue. 

The average worker carries $(i,tHM) 
insurance basetl on his or her earn- 
ings. The worker can carry as high 
as $15,000 life insurance* In case of 
accidental ikath, the policy will in* 
creaf^^ itself by one half of Hu* face 
value. 8ick benefiu arc paid for 13 
weeks* The payments range from $20 
to $60 per week. All this only costs 
the insured about $3.85 per month.

Pensions

most pei'sons do will keep a [)ersoii 
hi good ]diysieal eoiulitioii and 
etuise him to dietk up ailments thal 
otherwise might i>as.s iindcteetcd 
mid grow .serions. 

Jicgiirding the life span a dia- 
betic may expect to attain, it is 
signincmit to note that half a cen- 
tury ago, diabetic coma rardted 
first as ;i cause of death in diabetes; 
it aecouMted for 63 ]ier cent of t!ie 
deaths. So greaily has treatment 
improveil that today diabetie coma 
causes only three per cent of the 
fatalities, llardcriing of the arter- 
ies is now lhe leading cause of 
death in diuhelies aeemmting for 
66 per cent of the fatalities. This 
means that the average diabetic 
no longer dies of diabetes but 
with it. lie lives so long that he 
dies of tlie condition tluit accom- 
panies advanced old age — Imrdeii- 
ing of the arteries and llie compli- 
cations wfiidi result fi'om it. A 
diabetic need not be hamiicapped. 
lie can work every ilay and take 
an active pan in all sports. Work- 
ing time ln.st fjy diabetics need be 
no greater than average for the 
01^1 inary worker. 

As for the question as to whether 
diahelics should marry and Jiave 
children, of course they should. 
"We have already pointed out the 
strong hereditary element in dim 
beties. U works this way. If two 
persons have diabetes, in tlieo ry all 


their deseendants will have the dis- 
ease. However, aduidly many will 
escape it because tiu^ disease occurs 
niost: fi^^quently at middle and ad- 
vanced age. If a dmlietie marries 
someone who is not a diabetic Iml 
comes from a family in which dia- 
l>ctes imuirs, the chances of the 
eliddren having it an* cut in half. 
If a diabeiic marries a non-dia* 
ht‘ti(* from a non-diabetic family, 
their children would escape the di- 
sease altogether Ihorigli all would 
he able to transmit it* but unless 
these children married persons who 
were also hercdilary cariuers. their 
own olTsi>ring are not likely to he 
diabetic. So while diabetics should 
marry and have children, it makes 
sense for them to be ijs sure as 
possilde that the ]umpeclivc mate 
is free of diabetes and does not 
have it in hi.s family. 

As far as successful pregnancy 
is etmeerned, the ilialictic woman 
can undergo pregiiaiicy with no 
undue risk to herself unless she 
is more than 30 years old and has 
had diabetes 55 years. The hazards 
of her jiregnaney with good care 
are jn'aetieally non-exi.stent and 
tile ehanecs for the bnliy’s survi- 
val ^uv 30 per cent or better. 

i traders, the news for sufferers 
fi'om diabetos is good all along the 
lino. 1 f you suspect tliat you might 
luive it — have a test made. Tf you 
do Imve it. be sensible. Follow 
ytmr doctor's advice and continue 
to live a normal active life to ripe 
old

Much More Than CWA CIO 

Of course* this is not all wc 
wajited by any means. Nor is it all 
the employees arc entitled to l>y 


any means. Hut it is far mure 
than ( obtained. \\ c 

wailed for months luttil tliey had 
settleil with tlie Hell coio]»anies 
and then wc fmiml rWA-(To had 
made it iin|»ossible for us to do 
any I letter than we did. 

All (fWA-CIO oijtained after 
all the sliouting and tlireats, all 
tlic tiirmoi] and bitterness — was a 
reduction in the ivrogrcssioii time 
(fnr some classifications) from 8 
to fiVg years (not ti) and iwlassi- 
flea lions in some towns. And to 
get this lliey shamefully agreed 
to lengthen tlic i>rogimsion time 
of others from 5 to fit^^ years. 
They obtained uu iragf invrnisie 
exccj/t for a fiw indiridiutJs an a 
reHidl (if thc8€ chtntffcs. lint tiU of 
our inembcrs rci*eived im increase, 

Mr. Hampton i:isued a letter 
wliicli stated In part as follows: 

“It is a source of great satis- 
faction In im* lo kiujw that as a 
n^suh of my si*ries of meetings 
vvitli the [larlies, you have re- 
solved \hv many serious dilTm'- 
cnces, win eh existed when ] first 
entered this sit mil ion* and have 
reached agreement. While eaeli 
party may have objections to 
the final solution of your differ- 
ences* the settlement in my opi- 
nion* is practieal and reasmudile. 
Ortainly the solution reached 
is preferable to the growing 
animosities and f»itlenie,s,s which 
would have aceompaniefi any op- 
posite action eitlier party might 
have taken in this matter.”

We have had pearerul and sue- 
eessful negotiation?; iimler the 
IBEWAI’Mj and we are now 
happy to be free of the blnndering 
and blustering learlership of (’WA- 
CIO. Wc were onee umler that 
same leadershiji and know thal 
year after yoiir they tiave misted 
tele[)hone workers and ke^jt ttiem 
in a state of fear ami eon fusion. 
In the TBRW we liave avoided the 
eon fusing atid hertie i-onditioriH 
whieh we know from esperienec 
exist in the CWAddt). 

We want to eonetude hy express^ 
ing our ap|irceialiori of (lie exeel ]- 
ent serviees and in valuable aid 
rendered us hy \'iee Pn^sklent 
Boyle.
